Tlie SJESTIXEL yesterday printed a 
telegram giving an account of the 
shooting of Sylvester M. Hickey,busi- 
ness manager of Mary Anderson, the 
actress, at the. Bnrnet House, Cin- 
cinnati, 
Sunday 
afternoon, by a 
young woman of ill fame from p r a - 
ctise, N. Y,, known as Florence Mc- 
Donald. 
Hickey is a young man not 
over twenty-nine. He was formerly 
a broker in Wall street, but for sever- 
al years past h.as conducted a theater 
in Syracuse. 
Several years ago he 
ac.cid(!ntally made the acquaintance of 
Miss McDonald, who was then a fast 
woman. 
She was deeply infatuated 
with him, and became his mistress. 
He has repeatedly endeavored to get 
rid of her, but without avail. She 
often threatened to kill him, and, in- 
deed, 
made 
.several 
unsuccessful 
attempts to do so. 
She was of re- 
spectable 
parentage and for a time 
lived at a convent in Butlalo. 
After 
site shot 
Hickey Sunday she killed 
heiftclf. 
He will ])iobably recover.

Couriers from the White 
River 
agency report: 
General Merritt ad- 
vanced upon the agency on the 11th 
inst. On his way he found many 
dead botiies, among others the bodies 
of Cail Goldenstein, an Israelite, who 
left Rawlins with 
government 
sup- 
plies for t!ie Utes at White 
River 
agency. 
He was found in a gulch six 
n.iles from the agency, shot 
twice 
through the shoulder. 
He was about 
two miles from his wagons. 
A team- 
ster named .Julius Moore, formerly 
fiom Bainiiridge, Mass., who was with 
him when he left Rawlins, was found 
a'oout a hundred yards from Goldstein 
With tv.o bullet holes in liisbreast and 
his body hacked and mutilated with u 
knife or hatchet. 


.\s the command advanced through 
the canyon they came to an old coal 
mine. 
In it was found the body of 
an a-rency employe named 
Dresser, 
lie had evidently been wounded, and 
had crawled in the mine to die. His 
coat was folded up and placed under 
hi.s liead for a pillow. 
Beside him 
lay a Winchester 
rifle 
containing 
eight cartridges. 
In one of Iiis pock- 
ets a letter was found, which, as near 
as the courier can remember, was as 
follows: 


•'White River. Sept. 29, 1 p. m.-Maj.

The dead body of Pather Meeker 
wa.s found about Id*» yards from his 
houst , lying tm his ba(;k,shot through 
llic head. 
The left side of his head 
was mashed in wilh .some blunt instru- 
pieiil, and a ])iccc of a liarrcl stave 
driven ¡nlo his uiouth. 
Otu' of his 
haiüls and arms was badly btirncd. 


() I entcrin;i: the station a scene of 
ipiict. disolation ])rescnted itself. All 
!iic buildings but one are burned to 
the ground, and not a living thing is 
ill sight exci'pt the command. The 
Indians had taken everytiiing exce[>t 
ihc 
ilour and the dceeascil. The 
Avomen :uid children were mi.ssing, and 
iiothini:; whatever conld be found to 
indicate what became of tliem. 
They 
li.i\c< itlicr Ijeen murdered and l>iirned 
• ir take-n 
away as liostagcs. 
Their 
dreadful and iinmrntionable fate t ails 
forth the most profound svmpathv. 


The dead body of W.' 11. 
liuit, 
Father Meeker's a.ssistant, wa.s found 
between the building and the river, a 
bullet hole thn^ugh the left ear ami 
one under the ear. 
Rust and l a t h e r 
Meeker were stripped entirely unkcd. 
Another employe nametl Katon was 
found dc:id, strippeil naked and hud a 
bttmlle of paper bags in bis arms. His 
face was badly ealcu by wolves. Me 
had a bullet bole in tlii' left breast. 


bVank Dres.ser, bnither to the man 
found in the coal mine, was found bad- 
ly btirneil. 
lie had, without a doubt, 
licen killed instantly, as a bullet had 
pas.sed through his heart. 


The bodie.s of Eaton, Th()m{ison, 
Price, Eskridge, and other employes, 
uiit named, were also found. 


Eskridge was found two miles from 
the ageni;y, naked and a bullett hole 
through his liead, in a position (X'cu- 
pi(;d by the Indians during 
Thorn- 
ou roll's battle. 


In a breast-work made of stone was 
found the dead body of an unknown 
wiiite man, dressed in buckskin, sit- 
tinii on his knees, his gun in a ]K)si- 
tion to tire. H e was shot througli 
the forehead. 
From this it appears 
the Indians are not aloue in their 
hellish work. 


Tiie supposition is that the Indians 
have gone south to meet the southern 
Ute.s, and the impres-siou among the 
olliceis of Merritt's command is that 
the Indians who fought Thornsburgh 
numbered at least 700. 


Col. Merritt telegraphed from near 
the White River agency that lie ha<i 
buried the bodies, including tliat of 
Agent Meeker. H e had his cavalry 
out in ail directions, searching for Ju- 
dian trails.

They urged him_ to 
resume his charge of the locomotive, 
but lie declared that he would not 
do so. 


"I will run a freight train," he 


snid, "or take tiny other position you 
may choose to give me on the road, 
but I daro not enter that engine 
again."

The 
beautiful cluipel that 
jMrs. 
Elbert Brinkerlioil" recently built as 
an 
addition 
to the 
Presbyterian 
Church in Englewood, N. J., in mem- 
ory of her father, the late Col, Wa'^h- 
ington R. Verniilyea, was filled with 
a mournful asseniblfige from 
Brook- 
lyn, New York and Englewood yes- 
terday afternoon. In front of the 
pulpit 
rested a 
coffin 
centaining 
the 
remains 
of 
Miss 
Mary 
K. Bussing, who was killed by a loc )- 
niotive of the Northern liailway of 
New Jersey on Monday afternoon, 
while returning along the track with 
two companions from a fern-gather- 
ing excursion. 
On the eoilin lid rest- 
ed a pillow of white flowers marked 
"Rest," and a large floral cross. Tlu^ 
palldepcnding to the floor was fringed 
with 
flowers and green leaves. A 
table at the loot of the collin was 
heaped with floral designs and Ioo.kc 
flowers. 
During the service, conduct- 
ed by the Rev. Henry M, Booth, the 
family, consisting of the dead girl's 
father, Robert S, Bussing, formerly of 
Brooklyn, her mother, a brother and 
two younger sisters, sat in a side room. 
A quartet, composed of four of her 
jerional friends, sung hymns tiiat she 
lad expressed a preference for. Mr. 
Booth announced that the body would 
be taken to Greenwood Cemetery for 
burial at 10 o'clock this morning. 


The young people of the neighbor- 
hood had intended to make a surprise 
party at Miss Bussing's bouse last 
evening on the occasion of her birth- 
day. 
Instead, they organized 
into 
watching parties to remain in the 
chapel with the body during the night. 
Many went forward iifter the servieci 
t i l o o k at the remains. 
The face, 
which was inclined to the ric!;ht, and 
rested on a bed of white llowers, was 
very natural and peaceful in expres- 
sion. 


John Peterson, the engineer, whose 
locomotive killed Miss liu.ssing, saw 
her and her two eonipanions ;is they 
attempted to cross on the j)l:uik lying 
between the two rails, and leading 
over the little trestle-work or bridge. 
He was running at the rate of thirly- 
iive miles an hour. Th«i girls had time 
to cross the bridge, and il was not his 
duty, he said, to stoj) tlie train 
until 
he saw Miss Bussing fall. At this 
lime she had only about four feet to 
go to arrive on iirin ground, wlu-ie 
she could leap to one side of the traek. 
Peterson reversed his ejigine and ap- 
plied the air-l.'rakes. "SheV nji, .laek," 
shouted the firein: n in his ear. 


From the p'ace where he stood after 
applying the I rakes the upper works 
of the locomotive hid tlie girl froiu 
his view. 
He leaned to the left when 
he heard the word.s of the fireman, 
and as he looked out of the cab win- 
dow on that side he saw her fall 
again. 
The engine was yet reversed, 
and the brakes were rapidly 
bringing 
the train to a stojt. 


"It's too late," was his only res])onse 
to the fireman. Miss lius.^ing, as she 
fell the second 
time, was i)artly on 
firm ground. 
She threw herself on 
one side, so that her body and left 
arm were bejond the track. 
Peterson 
»ays that he".shall never to his dying 
day forget the face he saw ;is she was 
drawn unconscious from under the 
train. 


On Tuesday nfternoon, the day after 
the killing of Miss Bussing, us Peter- 
son was running the same locomotive, 
No. 2, toward 
Jersey City, a ehild 
about two years old ran out from l»e- 
hind some bushes near Tyler Park, in 
front of the locomotive. 
The. child 
was instantly 
killed. 
In this 
case 
there was no possibility of stopping 
the train in time to prevent the acci- 
dent. 
Peterson stopped it, however, 
as soon as he could, and the body was 
picked up and sent home. 
When the 
train arrived at the depot, Peterson, 
with 
tears 
in his 
eyes, 
leaped 
down 
from 
the 
locomotive 
and 
said that, come what might, he would 
never climb into it again. He seemed 
to think there was some fatality about 
it for him. 
The railroad otficials, 
after examining into the two cases, 
decided that he had not been at all 
blameworthy. 
They 
urged him to 
resume his cliiirge of the locomotive, 
but he declared that he would not 
do so. 


" I will run a freight train," be 
said, "or take any other jiositiou you 
may choose to give me on the road, 
but I dare not enter that 
engine 
again." 


Another passenger locomotive will 
be put under his charge.
